Ac- 
cordingly, by attending business collcgi; he perfected 
himself in the art ol turning words mio pnihrxiks and 
then back into words again Pultmg his stenography 
to immcihate practical us;, tte went to work for a sport- 
ing gixjdi house in his home town of Providence. R. I 
That doesn't sound very much like the right begin- 
ning fnr ihc -itory of a radio tem»r wh<>>e voice is heard 
every week throughout the nation; ol an amateur artist 
whose p.nnliiigs of his friends are so good that many a 
professional artisl would be proud to have produced 
Ihcm. Yft. that, in brii'f, is the story of Charles Car- 
lile's life up to the lime when he entered the Atwater 
Kent auditions. 

Pitching is the higgvNt word in the story of his 
mccesses. Mis baseball pitching indirectly brought about 
his V(Kitl training; the pitch of his voice won him his 
first radio contract; and the high pitch of enthusiasm 
with which he attacks his avfication. portrait painting, 
give& him that needed relief from the strain of radio 
work. 

Charlie, as a boy and as a voufh, had no idea of 
taking up music as a career. Mis vocal talent was by 
no means unrecognized but he himself as well as his 
nnmediaic circle of friends and relatives merely looked 
upon his singing as an entertaining parlor accomplish- 
ment If It had not been lor his boyish obsession, base- 
ball, he probably never would have taken a singing l«si>n. 

While other boy, were reailing the dime novels of 
the day. Charlie was usually busy stud>ing baseball 
record books or reading stories about the diamond 
heroes whose pictures adorned the walls of his room — 
Ty Cobb. Na}.v»leon Lajoie, Christy Maihewson and all 
the rest But he was still more interested in perfecting 
bis own skill at the game . 

He used most of his lunch hour at school prac- 
ticing pitching. lie and another boy hurriedly 
consumeil the con I ems of their lunch boxes one day 




and set about their daily practice ses- 
sion. They became so engrossed in 
tlwir practice on this occasion that 
they <hd not even hear the bell sum- 
moning them back to class. The indig- 
nant teacher captured them in the 
school yard and hauled them bodily 
back lo the class r»>om.

He had finished his course at business college and 
Was working as a stenographer in a sporting goods house 
It Providence when he read in a local newspaper about 
the annual Atwater Kent auditions, lie decided to enter 
ihe local contest and he was chosen lo represent his 
home town in the finals at New York. There he and 
another tenor outstripped the other contestants but the

BlrCAL'SE of an accidental discovery by Lew 
White, NBC organist, the Cuban government 
is turning one of the subterranean chambers of 
historic old Morro Castle into a concert hall. 
A great dual pipe organ is being installed and 
thr« times a year, when White visits Cuba, he will play 
a coriccrt engagement on the miglity console. 

White lung ago fell in love with the laiy, tropical 
atmosphere of Cuba and it has been his custom lo ' 
travel three times a year to Havana for a vacation. The 
old Spansh fortress has always held a peculiar fascina- 
tion for him. On every visit to the island, he would 
spend hours wandering throught its corridors and sub- 
terranean dungeons, where jMjIilical prisoners were con- 
fined after the old fortress had been turned into a 
prison. 

He drank in every word of the stories loid by the 
guides about the thousands of distinguished prisoners — 
their histories and their fates. 

On the occasion of one of these visits to Morro 
Castle, White was wandering around one of the great 
underground chambers when he accidentally dropped a 
coin, While was ama/.ed to hear a scries of reverbera- 
tions of musical iiuality sweep through the vast room, 
finally dying out in a long note of indescribable 
iwcelness. 

It seems that the Spanish builders of the old fortress 
had inadvertantly con^Irucied a "perfect acoustic boK," 
which would make the most scientific efforts of acousti- 
cal engineers Imik like the work of amateurs. 

White Continued his experiments by dropping coins 
of various si«s in dilTerent parts of the big room. A 
half dollar dropped on the floor brought forth a deep, 
■ bell-like tone. A quiirtcr produced a similar' effect but 
h'igh'er In lt>ne, A dime brought forth a shrill, flute- 
like note that cchr>cd and re-echoed fur an uribelicveable 
'length of time. 

'The Ciiban "goverrimcnt evinced immediate interest 
in White's discovery and as-signed a oiips of addtistical 



engineers to study the qualities of ihe 
chamber. They experimented extensively 
and conoborated the findings biy White 

They worked out plans for clo.iking 
the Walls at strategic points with dr.ipes 
that would lend to control the excessive 
acoustic qualities of the room and the in- 
stallation of the big dual pipe organ is 
expected to be completed in time for 
White lo play his first concert when he 
makes his next visit to the island. 

While is looking forward to this ex- 
perience with great anticipation ami lovers 
of organ music in Cuba, who listen to 
White regularly on their radios, are also waiting with 
impatience for the opportunity to hear him play in 
such strange surroundings.

Under a barrage of such queries, the average star 
in the radio heavens stops looking bright, happy, or even 
Optimistic. One interview can undoubtedly spoil his 
whole day 

But. for our part, we do have our fun, because we 
sometimes creep behind the professional masks of out 
victims, and obtain an unex|>ecled glimpse into their 
private lives. 

Not cverylKKly. for instance, has had the chance to 
see Kate Smith slip on a rug in her living room, grab 
hopel uily at Bob I aplmger and T ed Collins for possible 
sup^uirl, but fall, in spite ol their desperate ellurts to 
save her, wham on the floor, f-ar from disgruntled at 
the crack-up.

Of course, he uses these dialects on the air as i 
means of livelihood, but there are several which he does 
not use on the air. but which he will put on displ.ty for 
friends when recjuested He lias thai same pride of own- 
ership for his di.ilects as the bibliophile for his excep- 
tional collection of first editions. 

I'wcnty-two dialects have been corralled by Berg- 
nan and he has used fourteen of llicni at various limes 



on the air waves. He has appeared as n Chinese laun- 
dryman, .1 (.'irtt-k butter, a Swedish sailar, a cockney 
dandy, a stutlermg half-wtt. a "Kooshian" diplomat, and 
other characters too numerous to mention 

Dergman now apjiears as "RubinolT' on the Eddfe 
Canior program, and as the stuttering "Blubber" on his 
own program over a New York station During his air 
career, he has appeared in support of every comedian of 
prominence, besides being featured on many programs 
himself.

From Search for GOLDEN GAG 
Mine to ''ACRES of DIAMONDS" 



WHAT radio comic has no! dreamed of a 
mine of ftnldcn gags guaranteed to make 
people laugh? 
But 3 real gold mine is a great deal 
easier to find. Psychologists and philos- 
ophers have written more than enough books on Ihe sub- 
ject of laughter and what causes it. Yet the radio comics 
and radio script writers still fumbling and flounder- 
ing in their search for a formuU that will make their 
gags surefire, 

Irving Kaufman, belter known to radio listeners as 
"La^y Dan, Ihc Minstrel Man," docs not claim to have 
discovered the mine of golden gags but he has probably 
come as dose as anybody lo a practical formula for test- 
ing a joke before he uses it on the air. And his experi- 
ence in finding Ihis formul.i recalls ihe story of Ali 
Hafeil, recounted in the famous k-clure, "Acres of Dia- 
monds," by Rev. Russell II. Conwell. 
: Ali Hafed. a Persian farmer, owned a fertile tract of 
land. He was conlcnled with hi« hit until ihe visit of a 
Buddhist monk. After dinner, the monk said that once 
Ihe earth was a mere bank of f<jg, into which the Ruling 
Spirit pushed his finger, sending it spinning into spaces. 
As it cofiled, ihe first substance to st>lidify he said, was 
what we know as granite; ihe next, copper; the third, 
silver; and Ihe fourth, gold. Then a bit of surtshme con- 
densed into diamonds of great price ' 

t he monk's talk made Ati liafed discontented with 



his fine fields and his rich crops, lie sold his farm for a 
pittance and began his wanderings in search of diamonds, 
f^inally, his money gone and hungry, he jumped into 
the sea and died. 

The man who had purchased the farm discovered 
one day a brilliant black stone. When the monk passed 
that way again, he noticed the brilli.int stone and told 
the owner that it was a diamond. They discovered that 
the ground where ii had been found contained millions 
of dollars' worth of diamonds— acres of them. 

The monk then pointed the obvious moral that 
the wealth which .Mi [lafed sought in vain, he could 
have found if he had stayed at home. 

Kaufman, fifteen years of stage and screen ejtpcri- 
encc behind him, came to radio with a full realization 
that this medium of entertainment offered to the 
script writer and performer a much more complicited 
task than either Ihe stage or the movies. He wanted 
a guide lo the reactions of the radio audience to his 
gags- 
Like Ali Hafed. he had wandered far arield in his 
search for a mine of glittering gags, but unlike his 
legendary counterpart, he returned to his own front 
doorstep to lind the acres of diamonds at his fecL 

■ He hit upon a device which brought him at once 
Ihc listener response that would serve lo giride him in 
future broadcasts. .\t the end of each program, he 
asked: "Did you laugh?' That was all; but letters 



received a warm welcome from an angry wife. The 
guests had departed long since. 

Bergman's best character is "Blubber," a stuiicring, 
funny, harmless half-wit His stutter is considered one 
of the best on the air. 

When he was a child, he actually did stutter badly 
—so much so that it was a handicap to him at school. 
It took three years of work under an expensive specialist 
to cure him at the cost of several thousand dollarv 

Today Bergman is noted for his stutiering on the 
air, although in real life he talks like a normal person. 
It is his ambition lo do a program some day in pure, 
unadulterated English I 

BUT, like the comedian who always wants to play 
I I.Tmlci. fed is nol likely to have this wish fut 
(ilk'd Whenever a radio producer needs a char- 
acter actor who can h.iiidic dialect, he always 
thinks of Bergman and l ed usually gets Ihc job. But, 
when a iiroduccr is putting logelher a straight dramatic 
sketch, liLTj;m;Mi never comes into his mind at all. 

Ted's versatility is boumllcss He probably could 
pl.-iy a straight role as convincingly as any performer 
on the ail. But he is a dialect specialist- not a special- 
ist in one dialect, as are mosi of Ihe other comedians of 
this type. Consequently, he is the odd job man of Ihe 
kilocycles. 

And if you still think lhai you are hearing Rubin- 
ofl's voice on thai Cantor program Sunday nights, 
change your mind. Rubm<iif has never talked over 
the microphone. The Rubinoff ynti hear is just 
one of Ted Bergman's charactert/.,itions!

from listeners in answer to ttiat simple Question poured 
into the studios. Listeners told him which gags gave 
them a laugh and. in most cases, ex|>lained that the 
reason for the insljtntaneous response was that a simi- 
lar incident had happened to them. 

This information, given freely by his listeners, af- 
forded Kaufman the ba.sis for Ihc formula which he 
now tests every gag before he uses it on the air. He 
simply asks himself: "Could this happen to me?" 
if Ihe ans-wer is "no," Ihc joke is discarded. 
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Past MASKED Censors 



Editor's Note— This is the second tmlatimeTit o} 
the life 'story ol Father Coughlin, Detroit fighting 
prresi, %t>ho, by his weekly addresses on poltticat and 
ecoiiotmc subjects, bas become one ol radio's dom- 
inaliits figures. 

ONE OF THE secrets of Failicr Coughlin's 
success in giving to most of his listeners 
an impression of unfailing accuracy is 
his consisicnt policy of carrying an meticu- 
lous rcvcarch into the facts and figures 
coiicernmg the particular subject which he is about to 
attack. Me never hesitates to use names — if he means 
J. P Morgan and Company, he says J P Morgan and 
Company; not emplcjying the usual subterfuge of the 
pohiical soap boxer— tiie use of such terms as "ttie inter- 
national bankers." 

Because he is specific in his cha^53^s and because he 
cites statistics to support them, his followers regard liim 
35 fearless and incvii;!bly right Such exaggerations or 
lapses of logic as may he charged by his opponents seem 
wholly absent to his admirers, ever captive to his force- 
ful manner and his overwhelming enlhusiasm. 

His admirers etcdit him with exertmg an enormous 
influence in the drive that fmally resulted in the repeat 
of the Eighteenth Amendment. They cite Ins lilt with 
Rev. Clarence True Wilson, executive secretary of the 
MethotlisI Episcopal Board of Temperance, Prohibition 
and I'ublic Morals as an outstanding example of his 
mode of attack. 

Dr. Wilson was quoted in the newspapers as having 
referred to a group of war veterans who had been guilty 



years ago," he declared, "what would happen? He 
would be seized on the one arm by Bishop James 
Cannon, Jr., now under indictment under the Corrupt 
Practices Act, and on the other by the voluble and 
intolerant Clarence True Wilson— thrown into jail 
with murderers and criminals liecatisc of an act of 
Congress which violates the principles of tite Chris- 
tian religion, scorns the teachings of God and Jesus 
Oirist and sneers at the traditions of our Hrpublic." 

Dr. Wilson's denial that he had referred to the 
veterans as "|>erjured scoundrel.s" merely brought an- 
other blast from Father Coughlin in his following 
weeks address. He quoted from reports published 
in a Kansas City ncwspaiK'r and in a national news 
maga^me to substantiate his charges that Dr Wilson 
had made the remark, fic dcficii Dr Wilstm to de- 
mand retractions from tliese publications. Whether 
the Prohibition leader was correctly quoted was 
never definitely established but the prevailing as- 
sumpitou is that Dr WiKon's followers believed hii 
denials and Father Coughlin's adherents did not 

One of l-alhcr Qvughlin's favorite subjects from 
the time of his first broadcast has l»cen the hazards of 
carrying the mechanization of industry to the danger 
point, with resultant increases in unemployment and 
the possibility of anarchy. The vigor of his attacit 
on ccgnrmtic and political conditions has naturally 
brought from time to time kick-backs in the 
form of attempts to have him niU7.7.ied. One 
notable example oa'urred in IP?0 when 
Father Coughlin was uttering a series of 
warnings against the danger of unemploy- 
ment and communism. In one broad- 
cast, he said

Railroads have handled seven per- 
cent more business with a force reduced by more than 
two hundred thousand workmen. The coal mines in* 
creased their tonnage twenty-three percent while there 
were approximately one hundred thousand fewer miner* 
employed." 

HE gave his authority for these statistics as Wil- 
liam Green. President of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and the Federal Bureau of 

Statistics. 

Influential members of the Catholic Church tried to 
persuade Father (.kiughtin's immediate superior, the Rt. 
Kev. Michael James Gallagher, to caution the priest 
against uttering such radical and inflammatory state- 
men In. Bishop Gallagher, however, refused to interfere. 

Father Coughlin continued to pound away with his 
heavy artillery at the concentration of wealth and the 
ha/.ardi of mass production Two years before tfie l*st 
presidential election, lie uttered the following statement, 
on the basis of which many of his followers credit him 
with the gift of prophecy: 

"Another Roosevelt shall have the courage Co un- 
cloak the hypocritical human factors Chat have debsted 
our system— men who have manipulated it to bencAl 
the apostles of privilege at the expense of public good." 

In Ihit jame broadcast, he laimched an attack on 
Andrew W. Mellon, then Secretary of tfie Treasury, 
thereb)' winning front page headlined in most of Che 
iiew^iaiMC* of the countiy. I ic compared Mellon to ttw 
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original Judas tscariot, charging that the Secretary ha«l 
found "millions and millions of dollars to pay off war 
profiteers but no money for the prc-payment of tha 
soldiers' bonus." 

But in January, I9J1, occurred an incident wUA 
threatened, if lite facts were to K'come public at that 
time, to result in a scandal reaching to the highest circk. 
These facts, on file in the records of the Radio Leagus 
of the Liltle Flower, are no longer dangerous. 

Cjjngressmai) L.outs McFadden, of Penn.sylvani^ 
brought to Father Coughlin at that time a sensatioiui 
report of researches into the Treaty of Versailles, tlii 
circumstances attendant u[Aii its framing and varioM 
other details which indicated a still more pfotractip 
period of depression that might be avoided if the t fu i i y 
were revised. Mcf'adden wanted to reach the AfntnMii 
public with thi.s material, which he ooosidered vital t» 
tlie w^Uare of the nation, and he ctiose Father GougMinV 
radio ofganiulion as the most (Cvntmmtd on Fa§t m

Joan Craw- 
ford. Jean Harlow. Lddie Canloi. Dixie l.ee and others 
loo numerous to mention It was "Abe" and "loan" or 
"Abe" and "Eddie" when Lyman visited the stars at 
their homes and at their request A poll of Ihe movie 
colony ai ihc time revealed that the most popular per- 
sonality in llolt>ivood was not a motion picture star, 
but Abe Lyman!

But 
let me say frankly to you and to them th.tl as a u.sual 
thing there is a far brighter and more useful future 
ahead of a siudrnt like yourself lh.in of the compan- 
ions lo whom you refer in your teller. 

There may have been something thai you have 
not discussed with mc in your Iciier which I have 
printed in full (excepting for youi reference to your 
ntothcr's inlerol in our broadcasts), which would throw 
more light on Ihc subject lJut if llic sole reason for 
anxiety on the pari of your p.irents as lo your present 
and fuiure wcll.ire hinges upon your inahiliiy to co- 
ordinate your ciiiolional life wnh children ol your own 
age.

Ciunirsiants *cnt out ot ihcir wav to 
rffitvlcr their enthusiasiic approval of the 
tvork of Nino Martini on this pro(jram. 
He received the unqualified applau** of 
922 contestants and onJy J7 votcJ agamsi 
bis contribution to tJie program This 
tave htm the unusually hign popularity 
imlex of % pt'fceni. jane Krom.in rales 
next m ptipuiarily with 826 favorable 
commenls and 9J unfavorable, for a per- 
centage of 90. firno Rapce's orchestra won 
a popularity percentage of S7, with 726 
contestants in favor of this organiialion's 
music and 104 recording tJisapproval 

A fatal of 757 gave unqualified ap- 
proval to fed Husin^'s announcing and 
134 objected, Kividg him a percentage of 
8^ Julius Tannen wai liked by 571 and 
dihliked by 322 for a percentage of 64 The 
VaRatmnos were approved by KXJ and 
disapproved by 49 for a percentage of 8J. 

(>>mmeraal credits on ttiis program 
*rre severety criticised hy 117 conlest- 
ani« and approved by 116. 

First prize of |25 crosses the Cmndian 
border for the first time since the series 
5l.irk'd. The judges voted unanimously 
to award it to Elizabeth Houston of 
Smiths Falls, Ont.. because ht-r Iclter was 
intelligently critical and irtcluded several 
inlrrestinB supKcMions for improving the 
entertainment value of ttie program. 

Second prize of $10 goes to Zella Bot- 
elef. of Chevy Chase. Md.. for a w>od 
critical analysis of the program. This 
teller will hardly serve as a model tor 
contestants as ii contains hardily any of 
the elements of constructive criticism, but 
it was the best of (hose submitted apart 
from lhat of the winner of the first prize. 

Five dollar prizes go to Marjoric Wil- 
son, of Si. Joseph. Mo.. L.ouisc H. B.itche- 
lor of Columbus, O.. and Mabel Brown 
Sherard, of Decatur. Ala. 

The judges regret the necessity for 
omitting the uiiual honorable mentions in 
connection with this contest. Possibly be- 
cause of the char.icier of ihe program, in- 
cluding as it dues such widely liivcrgent 
elements as onei.itic singing by Nino Mar- 
tini .ind the bro.id comedy monologues of 
'T.h.ittertiox" |ulius Tannen, listeners 
found it difficuh to treat all parts of the 
piofiram with the analytical and construc- 
tive intelligence which tias characterized 
the best cnlties in previous contests. Con- 
tlructive criticism must be something 



more than a mere statement that this 
artist is good or that that one is not. It 
must include a jtatemeni of Ihe qualities 
that make this p.-)riicular arlisl's perform- 
ance entcrtaining—ihc performance of ari» 
other disappointing: it must also, to tusti- 
fy itself, suggest remedies for the weak- 
loesses criticised. It was on this last men- 
tioned point that most of ihc entrants in 
the contest failed. 

Nexi week, the awards in the Eleventh 
Belter Radio Contest, covering the Con- 
tented Program, will he announced.

Mr. Petric draws attention to the fact 
that advertisers are entitled to a return 
from their investment on the air. And 
what, Mr. Petrie are listeners to ^et in 
relurn for their investment in radio re- 
ceivers? You, sir, must admit that some 
of the stuff makes the air so putrid that 
we even hesitate to recommend it for 
breathing purposes. 

It it takes thai kind of tommyrot to 
finance programs, we might as well adopt 
a government radio monopoly policy and 
pay the bill out of the national treasury 
(winch, nirwadays certamly vnouUn'i mind 
a liltte item like Iktrty fniUwn dollars}. 
Advertising on the air should be clean, 
truthful and representative. It should 
never approach the low standards accepted 
by too many newspapers. 

Fortunately, the great majority of radio 
programs escape this criticism Most net- 
work and perhaps fifty percent of the local 
station programs meet the stipulations 
mentioned. And. Mr Petrie, speaking of 
your fears of governmeittal regulation of 
radio, we wonder if you realiw that the 
present federal control of industries would 
never have come about had the industries 
had the good sense to control themselves 
pro peri J'? 

One of the greatest controls, incidentally, 
is the influence exerted by listener.s' for- 
ums, critical columns and wholesale ex- 
pressions such as the Radio GuroE "Better 
Radio ContcsL"

MUSIC IN THE AIR 



By Carieton Smith 

A PROBLEM THAT has long been 
discussed among both educators 
and radio men is the prnper use 
of radio as an educaticmal me- 
dium. There is the school of ihought 
which holds that radio is distinctly and 
completely for entertainment, and that 
pL'ople look to it fur relaxatiini rather 
than education. The opposing group be- 
lieves that broadcasting might become 
the greatest of all mcihods of education. 
Some of them even go so far as to advo- 
cate the allotment of some two hours daily 
of network time to direct educational pro- 
grams. 

Actually, the truth probably ties some- 
where between the.se two views. There is 
assuredly riwrn on the air for "education 
and for the lightest of entertainment. But 
tiie one realm, in particular, in which the 
power of r.idifi .is an educational medium 
is indisputable in the realm of grMid music.

ended. 

Because of the secrecy which surrounds 
Father Coughlin's preparation <jT his ad- 
dresses, it would have been impossible up 
to th:it time for anyone other lhan the 
priest and his secretary to have known the 
contents of the manuscript Later in the 
day. Mcl'.iddcn called oti the telephone 
and asked if the address was ready. He 
was answered in the aflirmaiivc but made 
no rcfi-rence to any earlier conversaticm 
that day. 

At nndnight. Father Coughlin received a 
telephone call from a man who said he 
was Mr. Klauber, of the Columbia Broad^ 
casting System in New York. He said that 
complaints had been received by CBS of 
"innamin.aory" reinarks in previous ad- 
dresses and requested Father Coughlin to 
read his address of itie follom'ng day over 
the telephone so that any suclt passages 
could be deleted before delivery. This 
F.ithcr Cmighlin refused to do, saying that, 
raShed than delete anylhing from his 
scheduleti address, he would prepare an- 
other to be delivered in its place. 

PtjKzled by the broadcasting ofTicial's ap- 
parent knowledge of the subject matter of 
his address. Father Coughlin immediately 
telephoned .McFadden and discovered that 
the Congressman had not received the call 
from Father Coughlin's secretary earlier 
in the day. 

During his broadcast on the following 
day, I-athcr C>oughlin, without revealing 
the details, lold about lite suppressed atf 
dress and a storm of imlignation on the 
part of his listeners was rellected in the 
ktlers received during the week following. 

This incident resulted in the formation 
of the independent network now used by 
Father Coushlin for his broadcasts. 

Father Coughlin recently gained national 
attention by his attacks on Alfred E. 
Smith, one of the nation's most prominent 
Catholic iaymen. Smith's replies to his 
charjses and Father Cmighlin a repetition 
of Ins att;tck made the front pages of the 
nation's newspapers for days. 

Such publicity naUi rally adds to his lis- 
tening audience. This militant priest is 
a startling example of the power of radio. 
Not so many years ago. an obscure church- 
man, known only in his restricted little 
circle, he now stands high among the 
country's best known ciii/,en$— a voice 
that commands the attention of tens of 
millions.
